Do not think that 
this can be accomplisned without a 
sacrifice of a little time and by re- 
fusing what you have lo.ked upon. 
some of the goodies of life. 
I want you to Jéarn to eliminate 
much as possible the starches and 


excess fat but poisons 
in your system. Fresh fruits and 


can partake of the other things 
moderately and still maintain your 
good health. 

Pain is a danger signal, a sick 
headache, poor eyesight, lack of vi- 
tality, indigestion and a general fee)- 
ing of fatigue can all be traced to 
their original source—improper diet 
or improper mastication.

health, but now that you are leart- 
ing to regulate your ,diet and make 
proper choice of fo you will find 
many diseases, besides obesity, are 
for you a thing of the past.
